This Is till starlliiiK «arninK just 
given out by Lieutenant Colonel 
Charlaa B. Wlt id t afr. retired from 
the ITnlted SUtaa Army Medical 
Corpe, one of the greatest sanitary 
authorities la the world. 

Most human beings have a natural 
resistance to tuberculosis and with 
ordinary good fortune ami attention 
to our food and surroundings we can 
hght off tbe white plague till old age 
or aoma other cause bHaga na to 
the grave. 

Vaccination gives us immunity for 
awhile at least, against some one 
I siie< itic disease, such as f)i)hoiil or 
smallpox. This would be very well 
indeed if we did not have to pay for 
It by loaing part at least of our nat- 
ural immunity to -tabercrnlosto. 

In quotng other authorities 1>r. 
Woodruff said In a recent paper: 
Tulle fells iiie iliat all serutns 
and vaccines will < aiisi' im ipiiMit 
cases of tulierculosis to get worse. 
Dr. ('. II. Spooiwr, and I.ouls and 
Combe, aaalstanta to Vincent at the 
Val de Orave In Parte, have noticed 
that anti-typhoid vaccines bring out 
any latent or chronic disease, par- 
ticularly tuberculosis. The latter 
stati'S that vacciii"' acts liki- tubei- 
<'ulin, and that the> have thus been 
able to detect active tuberculosis 
when the condition was not auapect- 
ed liefore the inoculation. 

"Chantmerse. of Paria.laform8 me 
that he has seen two cases of rapid

it has long been observed In all 
countriea where atatlslica are com- 
pletely kept, that a typhoid epldem 
ie is always followed by one of tu- 
berculosis. This "as known hum 
before tlir days ol serums, vaccina- 
tions and antitoxins. It was ;;uiss 
ed (|uite naturally that the ravages 
of typhoid weakened the ay stem to 
such aa extent aa to lay open to In- 
vaalon by the germ of coaaumptlon. 
Wh' re weakneas lay. haa aot reoent- 
I ly been underatood. 

Scattered about lln' body are 
numberietui glands, little and big. 
Some of them secret lluids which 
can be recognised, like the tear 
glaada la the eye aad the saliva 
glaada la the mouth. 

There are a greater number which 
liave no duels leading to thr sur- 
face of cavities of the body and 
thiTi iere wliatever they secret goes 
directly into the blood Itself. A few 
of the larger, more Importaat oaea. 
are parUally uaderatood. 

Theae glaada have other places, 
appareatjy iawM agar tho kidaeys, 
and secret a aubetanee called adren- 
alin. »liiih controls the In-art. ami 
the blouil pressure, if these glands 
cease operating the adrenalin sup- 
ply in the blood stream Is soon used 
up. The result to a rapid eoltopae 
of the whole drentotloa. eading 
with stoppage of the heart aad 
death. 

These glands liave other duties 
apparently i-onnected with lighting 
infectious diseases. When a person 
Is sick from any germ disease tho 
suprareaato are called upoa to ov- 
erwork, maaataetarlag at laaal part 
of the antitoxins which nature sup- 
plies as antidotes to the poison of 

the miirolies. 

Overwork produces exhaustion of 
I lie glundH, so that alter u Severe fe- 
ver, like typhoid, a pallent'a glai\ds 
are la teoMo eoadttioa. Not only 
are they uaabto to rally with their 
old atrength to meet a aew germ at- 



tack, hut the regular task of pro- 
duclim adrenalin becomes a burden 
to them 

Sudden deaths from so-called 
-heart fallura" aftor the.crtoW to 
passed, the fever gone and the pa- 
tient obviously on the road to 

lienlt'i. are as Common as they are 
perpli \ iiig. The reason for these. 
"I " .illurea" during convales- 
cent i now known to be exhaua- 
tlon of the suprarenal glands, which 
have anally, after wlanlag the bat- 
tle againat the mierobea, failed in 
their other tasks of siipjiiying ad- 
renalin to make the heart beat.

The nprarenal and otiier glands 
are il-ieiMMl and set to work fu- 
riously In a Itfe-and-death effort to 
produce antitoxina. These antlUn- 
Ina give the body immunity against 
the rest disease at almost ns great 

COM in exhaustion of the ^lamls. 

This is why serums ami v.icclna- 
tlons iri' lollowcil b> in< r",isc(l 
death ilale. tiy tuberculosis and oth- 
er disease. It Is suspected that the 
recent Increase In cancer, aa well as 
the grip taberealoato haa oa tbe 
modem hnmaa race. Is largely the 
reault of the world-wide vaccination 
against sniallpov. 

If III is theory Is correi t it is evi- 
ilent that no in'rsnn wiili weakness 
of the heart or any inclination to- 
ward tuberculosis should risk his 
health to the great strain of vacclaa- 
tioa or serum treatment as prevent- 
ives of disease. 

A pntl"nf who has ,ilr<-,iii> cot!- 
tractiil a diseas.' sm '.i .is iliplitlierii 
may wisely use serum, because it is 
a choice between the greater evil 
and th<> disease Itself and tho lesser 
one is the serum. — [New York 
American.

Tbeee bul- 
letins' will be taraetf ttver toilf elty 
mall carrier, and one Will 
pid ill the letter box at eaet''i!llBe 
in the city.
